Brute force has) 
been publicly acclaimed by some} 
statesmen as the only philosophy | 
for the guidance of international 
relations. 

“The word of great nations has 
been plighted only to be broken,! 
almost before the ink was dry on 
the document. 


IN FEAR OF SAFETY 

Every small nation has lived in 
perpetual fear of its own safety. The 
mills of industry have everywhere | 
been speeded up to grind out the) 
weapons of destruction.” 


A tense public had turned its | 
attention more and more to dip- 
plomatic and military affairs, and 
less to the normal business of 
living, the minister said. 

From the “reversion to political 
and economic barbarism” recovery 
had occasionally emerged, only to 
be buried again in a new wave of 
fear and uncertainty. 

“Confidence and courage are 
essential for the effective work- 
ing of any economic system based 
on individual liberty and private 
enterprise. These qualities are 
difficult to develop in the world 
today, but at least in Canada there 
is more chance for their exercise 
and development than in most 
other countries.” 

The minister reviewed the eco- 
nomic conditions of the past year 
The United States and Great Britain 
had felt the business recession} 
severely. It was sharp and short- 
lived.» Canada was among the first 
to show a substantial upturn in in- 
dustry, and this country’s revival 
had been more natural than thai 
elsewhere 


ONLY MINOR PART 

While the “ever-quickening pace | 
of rearmament” was responsible for) 
the industrial levels in other coun- 
tries, defence expenditures had 
played only a minor part in the] 
economics of this continent. The| 
result was business and employment} 
here were not dependent to any| 
marked extent on that artificial 
stimulus.

power of the Canadian economy |

OTTAWA, April 25.—Following 
‘are excerpts from the budget speech 
Finance Minister Dunning delivered 
in the House of Commons today: 

“We are an organic part of a 
troubled and seemingly crazy 
world, and the impact of that world 
effects us abnormally by reason of 
the instantaneous transmission of 
news and rumors by means of the 
radio, telegraph and telephone.” 


“On this continent spending for 
defence purposes has played as 
yet only a minor part in economic 
life, so that our business and em- 
ployment are not dependent to 
any important extent upon this 
artificial stimulus.”

Petroleum Production 
In Alberta Increased 
Rapidly During 1938 


OTTAWA, April 25.—Volume of 
Canada’s mineral production in 
1938 was higher than the preced- 
ing year, but lower prices, espe- 
cially among base metals, brought 
about a drop in value of about 
2.7 per cent, Finance Minister 
Dunning declared in his budget 
speech today. 

Production of gold, copper, lead, 
zinc, platinum, natural gas and 
crude petroleum all reached new 


} 


peak figures in 1938, but with the 
exception of gold and petroleum, 
value of production in all categories 
was down substantially from the 
previous year, the minister reported. 

“Petroleum production in Al- 
berta increased rapidly during the 
year despite marketing limita- 
tions,” he said, “Im the Turner 
Valley field 38 wells were brought 
into production, substantially ex- 
tending the proven area of the 
field.” 


Another recent development of 
considerable interest is the report 


| of significant evidence of a large 


and apparently commercial deposit 
of high grade iron ore in Ontario 
west of Fort William. 

Employment in mining averaged 
slightly higher than the previous 
year, “a reflection of the high level 
of operation maintained throughout 
the year despite lower prices.” 

Value of all minerals produced in 
the calendar year 1938 was §444,800,- 
000 compared with $457,400,000 the 
previous year. Gold production, 
however, was sharply higher at 
$165,900,000 compared with only 
$143,300,000, aud petroleum was 
valued at $11,800,000 compared with 
$5,400,000.

FEAR OF WAR 

International tension, the con- 


stant fear of war and the hesitancy 
of private industry to expand, had 
contributed to Canada’s poor fin- 
ancial showing, Mr. Dunning said. 

“We are an organic part of a 
troubled and seemingly crazy 
world, and the impact of that 
world affects us abnormally by 
reason of the instantaneous trans- 
mission of news end rumors by 
means of radio, telegraph and tele- 
phone,” he said, 

“Naked aggression has caused a 
grim procession of tragedies and 
repeatedly altered the map of 
Europe. Brute force has been 
publicly acclaimed by some 
statesmen as the only philosophy 
for the guidance of international] 
relations.” 

The recession of a year ago had 
been followed by revival in most 
countries and the revival in Can- 
ada had been more natural than 
elsewhere. 


BUT MINOR PART 

Mr. Dunning said that spending 
for defence purposes had so far 
played but a minor part in Cana- 
da’s economic life. 

“Business activity has maintain- 
ed part of the gains mede last fall 
and we enter the spring and sum- 
mer with certain definite indica- 
tions of further improvement, Pre- 
season moisture conditions for the 
1939 prairie crops are in general 
excellent and the livestock mar- 
kets have been improving in re- 
cent months.” 

During the first quarter of the 
calendar year 1939, construction 
contracts awarded were six per 
cent higher and residential con- 
tracts 92 per cent higher than for 
the same period in 1938 and the 
immediate outlook is a further 
substantial improvement in resi- 
dential construction. 


MAINTAINS POSITION 

Canada maintained its position 
throughout 1938 as the world’s 
fourth largest exporting country 
and displaced Japan as the fifth 
ranking nation in terms of total ex- 
ternal trade. Due to the increased 
exports of gold there was an ex- 
port balance of trade of $350 900,000 
as compared with $339,800,000 dur- 
ing the preceding year, 

Mr. Dunning referred to the “In- 
flow of capital in considerable 
volume” from Europe in recent 
months. This might represent 
“fright money” to some extent but 
it was welcome. 

Agriculture could do little to pro- 
tect itself against “international 
storms,” he said. But in time it 
“may and should be expected to 
adjust itself to the new problems 
created by international develop- 
ments.” In the meantime it was 
necessary to help the farmers in 
the interests of all Canada. 


HOPEFUL OF PROGRAM 

The minister was hopeful a pro- 
gram of intensive expansion could 
ultimately absorb all the unemploy 
ed who are willing and able 
work. 

There had been much heard about 
the need of leadership and public 
men had been criticized on that 
score, he said. “But I speak with 
all candor and with no attempt

“,, . We were there when the Span- 
ish galleons made for Plymouth. We 
were on those bloody fields in the 
Netherlands when Louis XIV aimed at 
the domination of Europe. We were 
on duty when Napoleon bestrode the 
world like a demi-god.

Russia cannot afford to forget Japan, 
nor to risk getting drawn into a war in 
Europe with Japan's allies unless assured 
that Britain and France will fight for it in 
the Orient. Hence Moscow wants 2 mili- 
tary alliance to both areas. 

Neither can Britain and France afford 
to forget Japan, and the menace its policy 
of conquest is carrying to the doors of 
their eastern possessions and dependen- 
cies. No more than Russia can they de- 
fend Rumania and Greece at the price of 
giving Japan an opportunity and excuse 
to extinguish their interests in China and 
grab their far eastern territories. 

A community of interest argues for 
the military alliance Russia is asking for, 
distasteful as that undoubtedly is to a 
large section of the people in Britain, 
and a section in France,also. This disin- 
clination is not due wholly to the fact that 
Russia is under a communist regime. It 
is based partly on recollection that Rus- 
sia failed these allies in the world war, 
and suspicion that history might repeat. 
Of the two this is probably a greater ob- 
stacle to a new alliance than British and 
French antipathy to the communist creed 
or fear that Stalin would try to use the 
alliance to spread the creed in those coun- 
tries. 

International politics also “make 
strange bed-fellows”. The combination of 
Nazi Germany and Fascist Italy with feu- 
dal Japan is a case in point. And this may 
lead to the equally curious alignment of 
communist Russia and the democratic 
powers.

A gathering of farmers at Taber, ad- 
dressed by representatives of the Grain 
Growers and the U. F. A., adopted resolu- 
tions asking for an initial price of 80 
cents for wheat of the 1939 crop, and pro- 
posing that as a permanent policy an 
acreage bonus be paid in crop-failure dis- 
tricts of $2.50 per acre up to a maximum 
of 200 acres per farmer. 

If the 80-cent initial price were also 
payable on a fixed maximum number of 
bushels per farmer, there would be a 
basis here for a compromise policy that 
would stabilize western agriculture and 
business during the present year, and also 
pave the way for the long-range readjust- 
ment that is inevitable in western farm- 
ing. 

An 80-cent guaranteed price up to, say 
2,000 bushels per farmer, is a reasonable 
proposition. That would not tend to per- 
petuate “wheat mining,” as the grower 
who produced more than this amount 
would have to sell at whatever price the 
market offered. The inducement would 
to seed some land to other 
develop other branches of pro- 
is practicable.

f they had not had the federal treas- 
ury to draw upon, the four yinces 
would have had to raise this 143 millions 
by additional taxation or borrow the 
amount and add it to their debts, besides 
raising or borrowing the money the Do- 
minion has voted to them as relief grants. 
While the Dominion thus continues to 
function as a tax-collector for the pro- 
vinces, as well as a source of grants-in-aid, 
there is no danger of these provinces try- 
ing to separate themselves from it. 

Of this total, Manitoba has been loan- 
ed 23 millions, Saskatchewan 61 millions, 
Alberta 26 millions, and British Columbia 
32 millions. All but Saskatchewan have 
q@aid the interest on the loans to date; 
which is to their credit, because if they 
had plead hard enough the charges would 
likely have been forgiven. That the pro- 
vinces will ever pay back the principal is 
doubtful; which the former and the pre- 
sent Dominions governments well knew 
when the loans were made. 

The Dominion has been an open-hand- 
ed friend and a generous creditor to the 
provinces in their time of need. In the 
interests of truth, fairness and national 
unity that fact deserves candid recogni-

Why Not Shoot the Major? 

With a disregard for human life that might 
have been meritorious in an old soldier had it 
applied to his own, a retired major in the United 
States army has suggested that a good way to 
get rid of some of the poverty in his country 
would be to kill the poor. In all seriousness, he 
has proposed to a body called the Washington 
Society for Philosophics] Research that aged 
persons—those over 70 or TS years of age—with- 
out means of support should be humanely killed 
to lighten the relief burden. Why humanely? 

Not since the ders of Swift, except in heathen 
lands, perhaps, has such a theory been pro- 
pounded. Swift suggested the slaughter of the 
babies of the poor as an ill-judged and mis- 
guided satire on the treatment meted out to the 
poor in his own day. He was taken seriously, 
and his satire largely defeated its own ends. But 
this Major Edward L. Dyer, U.S. Army, retired, 
is not satirical; he is just heathenish. 

His theory applies onlr, of course, to the 
aged who are poor 2s well as useless. Appar- 
ently he did not say who wes to determine who 
wes useless, but doubtless he himself would be 
on the committee that gave the decisions. There 
may be found those who suggest that a man who 
can propound such a theory is worse than useless 
himself and that he might, with definite benefit 
to the community, be one of the first to be shot, 
even though he be rich and not yet 70. This 
twisted conception of the purpose of creation and 
this loose thinking and talk are far more dan- 
gerous to the community than all the asylums for 
the aged on the continent.

Appalling Waste 


The Banking and Commerce Committee of 
the House of Commons, under the chairmanshi 
of William H. Moore, has been in session the last 
few weeks, and information is being brought out 
under the questioning of G. G. McGeer that is 
worthy of serious consideration of the Canadian 
people. 

The last few years, or ever since the depres- 
sion began, our country hes been going in debt 
on an avérege of about 100 millions a year, until 
we have piled up upwards of a billion dollars in 
new debt, and under the present system we are 
following we are in no better position to pay our 
debts than when these large increases started to 
accumulate around 1930. In that year Cansda 
was a great producing machine. We had won- 
derful productive power, but instead of using 
out productive power to create wealth and pay 
our bills, we simply ignored the great resources 
of the country and issued deferred interest bear- 
ing orders, ie, bonds, demanding that those who 
come after us, Le, our children, should pey our 
bills, plus compound interest, and that is the 
system we have been following now for nearly 
ten years. Tragic indeed, if not to say dishonest 
and where do we stand today? Our wants are 
2s great as ever. Jn a country like Canada our 
citizens expect a fair standerd of living. Taxes 
are steadily growing so confiscatory that stand- 
ards of living ere being lowered; men have lost 
their jobs, and dissatisfaction is being spread. 
The unnecessary interest bill that we have piled 
up in the last ten years, amounting to several 
million dollars a month, must come out of the 
taxpayer. Surely the time has come to call a 
halt on such a system. 

Wealth is the antidote to debt, but instead of 
digging our wealth to pay our bills, we Jet the 
implements of production go idle to a great ex- 
tent, and pey our bills with interest bearing 
paper that is enslaving our children in a form of 
bondage. 

Today the wastage in this country has reached 
a national hemorrhage. It amounts to at least a 
million and a half dollars for every working day 
of the year. It consists of idle men, idle power 
and idle machines. Although Canada is rich in 
natural resources, we cannot stand such a 
haemorrhage which is taking place right under 
our eyes year in and year out, If this national 
waste were reversed we would have around 500 
millions a year in new wealth. This wealth could 
not only pey the interest on our debts which we 
have accumulated, both necessarily and un- 
necessarily, but there would be a balance left to 
pay a very substantia] amount on the principal, 
and in due timne our debts could be paid off, and 
the relief to the taxpayer would be enormous, 
for interest on our debt is the biggest item in any 
tex bill. 

To go on as we are there is no hope of solving 
the unemployment problem, as unemployment 
will increase both at the top and bottom of 
society, At the top it will increase as there will 
be more and more people living on the proceeds 
of debt; at the bottom of society it will increase 
as there will be more and more people living on 
the dole. Now, what hope is there for the tax- 
payer under such circumstances? Surely with 
the information we now have before us our lead-

Many exploits of British submarines in the 
World War have never been made public. Only 
within the last month has the story been told 
of how a single torpedo drove the German Baltic 
fleet out of that sea. You'll find the story told 
in detail—with much other interesting material 

about submarine exploits—in 
TALES ABOUT Lieut-Commander K. P. M. 
SUBMARINES Edwards’ newly - published 

book “We Dive at Dawn.” 
The first British submarine to enter the Baltic 
was E 1, commanded by Lieut.-Commander N. 
F. Laurence. She passed through the defences 
and started operations in the Baltic on Oct 17, 
1814 In company with E 9, commanded by 
Commander Max Horton, the E 1 did valuable 
work in interrupting the munitions traffic be- 
tween Sweden and Germany.

At 8:10 in the morning of August 19, 1915, 
Commander Laurence with the E 1 was patrolling 
the entrance of the Gulf of Riga. Visibility was 
poor, but at a distance of two miles, Laurence 
sighted the German Baltic squadron. with the 
battle cruisers steaming fast in line abreast. 

E 1 had only one bow tor- 
ONE TORPEDO pedo tube, but ten minutes 
SCARED FLEET after sighting the enemy Leu- 

rence fired his iron fish at the 
Seydlitz—the starboard wing ship of the enemy 
squadron. He had to dive deep before he could 
turn and get in a second shot from a beam tube, 
to prevent being rammed by one of the escorting 
destroyers. 

The torpedo missed the Seydlitz, crossing her 
bows, but hit the next ship in line—the Moltke— 
flooding her forward torpedo room and killing 
eight men. Immediately the Moltke was hit, Ad- 
miral von Hipper turned his entire squadron 
and sped for Dantzig. The Moltke shipped 450 
tons of water before the damaged section could 
be shut off, and was out of action for a month 
during repairs. 

Operation of the Baltic squadron was sus- 
pended. Two days Ister an imperial order in- 
structed all vessels of the High Seas fleet to leave 
the Baltic. Very good results from one torpedo.

Another informative book, though cast in 
fiction form, is “La Guerre Souterraine” (The 
War Underground) by Commander Verdun of the 
French Army. It deals largely with the Maginct 
Line—that marvellous network of defences to 
Protect France from further German aggres- 
sions. It opens with the Ger- 
man army in time of. peace 
and, without warning, mak- 
ing an attack on the Maginot 
Line. Enemy war materia] is at hand. It had 
been camouflaged and left behind in readiness, 
during previous alarms. Roads leading from 
Germany into the defence zone had previously 
been mined. With the pulling of an electric 
switch they are blown sky-high together with 
enemy tanks that had crossed the border to the 
attack. While reserves are mobilizing, gunners 
of the permanent defences fire great guns 
already trained upon the roads the enemy must 
use. 


TALE OF THE 
MAGINOT LINE 


o 


Like the novels of his compatriots, Jules 
Verne and Commander Danrit, the book is of 
interest because of the forecast it gives of events 
in the future, and the outline of mechanisms. 
One feels that the book conforms to principles 
laid down by the French general staff. The 

Maginot Line is different from 
MAY FORECAST a]! other fortifications made 
THE FUTURE by man. Except that it is un- 

derground and has many 
Tamifications, it might be likened to the Great 
Wall of China. It is a continuous fortification; 
only the domes of concrete turrets indicate its 
whereabouts. The heaviest shells cannot pene- 
trate more than ten yards into earth; all vital 
portions of the Maginot Line are many times that 
depth under the earth’s surface. 

From a mechanical standpoint it might be 
likened to great lines of battleships, end to end, 
each being a complete unit, housing its own 
crew and developing its own power. Compressed 
fresh air is driven into the underground for- 
tresses from a distance of many miles back. To 
prevent poison gases from entering, the air in- 
side is always kept at a pressure greater than 
the atmosphere. Through the orifices, air is 
always going outward—never inward. 

While Commander Verdun portrays the 
Maginot Line as invincible, the German armies 
being finally driven back with heavy losses, he 
points out the several dangers and weaknesses— 
the danger of sabotage by enemy spies, danger 
from fog in the valleys and the handicap of de- 
fence in the morning, when the gunners must 
aim into the glare of the sun.

@ pointed toe let the civilized 
foot in for a lot of misery, includ 
ing bunions, 

You may have seen someone 


with a round hole cut out of the 
side of the shoe. This is sometimes 
done relieve pressure upon a 
painful bunion. Most bunions o¢ 
cur at the base of the big toe A 
bunion may become acutely swol 
len and inflamed, in whieh case 
the part will show an increase in 
heat, and will be extremely sensi 
sitive to pressure 

However the average bunion is 
a chronic trouble, with the affected 
part growing slowly larger, and 
becoming distorted In these 
chronic cases there is usually con: 


siderable pain when the foot is 
used in walking, especially if the 
walking is prolonged. Once a large 
bunion forms it me@y cause pain 
for many years, When rheumatic 


toxing settle in the foot, the pain 
in the bunion may become sharper 
before rainy weather 

The way in which a bunion de- 
velops is as follows: In between the 


hard bones of the toe and the 
strong tendon which moves it 
nature has provided a cushion so 
that the tendon may slip easily 
over the bone without pressure 
This cushion ts in the form of a 


small sac inside of which is a lub

rieating fluid, This arrangement, 
called a bursa, separates the tendon 
from the bone 

When the bursa is injured 
through pressure from a4 tightly 
pointed shoe, or from dropping) 
something on the foot, it becomes | 
infamed. Such an inflammation is 


termed a bursitis, When the bursa 
of the big toe Is involved, this 
special kind of bursitis is common- 
ly called a bunion, 

The great toe no longer points 
straight ahead but cramped 
over toward the second toe. A sim- 
ilar bursitis may occur with some 
of the bursae of the other toe 
joints, but the big toe is attacked 
more often than the others 

The first step in treatment is to 
see that the foot Is properly fitted 


Is 


with a shoe with a round toe, You 
may be able to obtain the right 
right kind of shoe in an ordinary 
shoe store, but if you have diffi 
culty I suggest that you go to a 
store where the so-called “health 


shoes are available 

A local treatment which may bé 
used to relieve the pain tempor- 
arily is the hot foot bath Soak the 
foot in hot water to which you 
bave added Frsom salts, for about 
15 minutes each time, twice a day 
Cutting a in the side of the 
shoe may help. It is also a good 
plan to rest the foot not walk 
ing around when any acute in 
flammation is present 

Bunions sometimes become quite 
serious and cause marked discom 
fort. Whenever such complications 
appear I do not advise that you try 
to take care of the bunion at home 
but strongly advise that you see 4 
foot specialist, who will outline 
treatment after examinnig the foot 

Insofar as preventing bunions |s 
concerned, the main thing to keep

REVIEWS AGENCIES

various government agencies for 
stimulating the construction indus- 
try. More than 50 per cent of the 
65,690 totalling $26,228,621, 


under the Home Improvement plan 
had been repaid and the losses 
shouldered by the government had 
been only $19,037 or 1-13th of one 
per cent of the total value of loans. 
Under the National Housing Act 
there had been 8,014 family housing 
units financed by loans aggregating

“several times” that of last year. 


PREPARING PLANS

Feels Saving On Refund- 
ing Bonds Should Be 
Passed Along 


City council Monday night voted 
to seek a reduction in consumers’ 
rates for natural gas sold in Hd- 
monton by Northwestern Utilities 
Limited. 

The move arose when the gas 

company asked the city’s consent to 
its proposal of refunding its $2,263,- | 


200 of bonded debt, at interest which 
would save some $35,000 annually. 


SAVING TO CITIZENS 


On a motion by Ald. Blair Pater- 
son, consent of the city was given| 
with the provision that the saving} 
be passed along to the citizens! 
through a reduction in the gas rates. 

City Solicitor T. E. Garside said | 
he believed the reference to the | 
city on the refunding was merely 
formal and that applications for 
rate reduction could be made at | 
another time. Council, however, 
placed the proviso in its consent. 


Near the end of the meeting Ald. 
Hugh John Macdonald filed a sep- 
arate notice of motion asking that 
the city apply through the board of} 
public utilities commissioners for al 
reduction in gas rates. 


REFUNDING 


The gas company’s refunding will 
exchange $2,000,000 of bonds to a 
new issue at interest cut from 6 to 
4% per cent., maturing in 20 years 
the sinking fund 
plan. There will also be a new! 
issue of $500,000 short term bonds, ! 
the rate being cut from 5% to 3%] 
per cent., to be retired $100,000 a) 
year during the next five years. | 
This issue provided $236,800 new 
working capital. 

Ald. D. K. Knott was the first to! 
point out the question of rates in 
relation to the company’s capital! 
charges and was warmly supported 
by Ald. Paterson. 


FINANCING CHARGES 

“It is ludicrous that citizens 
should pay the same rate wien the 
company is saving on its financing 
charges,” Ald. Paterson said. “The 
utilities board, a provincia) gov-| 
ernment: body, allows the company 
9 per cent. yield on its common 
stock as a rate basis. Yet the pro- 
vineial government cuts interest in 
half on its own bonds. You can't 
blow hot and cold all the time.”

China has been unified through 
the efforts of Chiang Kai-Shek 
and his five-point program which 
includes road-building, making 
of airlines, radio network, join- 
ing of banks into four central na- 
tional banks, and the education 
of between 50,000 and 60,000 
youths. 

This was the statement made 
Tuesday by Dr. A. J. Brace, who 
has been a Y. M. C. A. secretary 
in West China for over 25 years. 
For the past two years he has been 
touring Canada and the 
States as international secretary 
out of New York and Toronto for 


the World Service Department of | 


the “Y", 
monton. 

“T have had a recent glimpse in- 
to the war situation in the east, 
for my son, who was Chiang’s spe- 
cial technical adviser in transport- 
ation, has just returned to Canada 
on leave and he has reported the 
latest movements to me. 

“It must be remembered that 
this conquest by Japan was not 
a sudden decision, for ever since 
1915, when she submitted her 21 
demands to China, she has want- 
ed to dominate China, but in ear- 
lier years Great Britain stepped 
on her.
